Eden declared: 


"If the league does not agree 


with these suggestions we shall 
make no complaint.

'LAN TO BRING EIGHT MILLION 
METHODISTS INTO ONE CHURCH 


AFTER 100 YEARS SEPARATION

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—(/Pf— 


A plan to bring 8,OQO,000 Method- 
ists together into a united church 
after more than 100 years of sep- 
aration was disclosed In detail for 
the first time today. 


A judicial council with power 


to rule on the constitutionality of 
church conference actions Is an 
important part of the plan. The 
council's functions would be some- 
what similar to those of the su- 
preme court. 
The council Idea Is Incorporat- 


ed in a "plan of union" to con- 
solidate the three main denomina- 
tional groups of Methodiits 
In 
this country under a new name— 
the Methodist church. 
The plan recently was ratified 


at Cincinnati by representatives 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and the Methodist Protes^ 
tant church. 
Details were an- 


nounced today by Dr. Harry E. 
Woolever, secretary of the joint 
commission of Methodist union. 


Every representative at the Cin- 
cinnati conference, Dr. Woolever 
said, "expressed the belief, that 
after 70 years of negotiation com- 
mencing soon after the close of 
the civil war, the 
steps 
were 


about consummated to make a 
new church for the people called 
Methodists under the title, "The 
Methodist Church." 


Before the plan can go Into ef- 


fect it must be approved by the 
general conferences of the three 
denominations. Two of these meet 
next May and the Southern church 
two years later. Then the local 
churches must ratify through an- 
nual 
conferences. Church 
lead- 


ers are certain of ultimate ap- 
proval. . 


The plan calls for unity among 
more than 8,000,000 communicants 
throughout the world, a Sunday 
School enrollment of nearly 6,- 
000,000 and a Methodist "constit- 
uency" of over 30,000,000. It em- 
braces one-half the communicant 
Methodists of the world. 


It 
provides, for the adminis- 
tration of the 
merged 
church 


through a 
general 
conference, 


meeting every four years, and ju- 
risdictional conferences which di- 
vide the membership In the Unit- 
ed States into six areas and the 
work outside the United States 
into a series of control 
confer- 


ences. 
' 


While the' new name drops the 
word "Episcopal," Dr. Woolever 
said it had been agreed that the 
church "shall' be Episcopal 
in 


government and administration." 


The plan declares "the articles 


of religion shall be those histori- 
cally 
held in 
common 
by the 
three uniting churches." 


The plan also provides for a 


uniting conference with power to 
"harmonize and combine" regu- 
latons, rituals, and other activi- 
ties. 


The 
Jurisdlctlonal conferences 


will 
exercise considerable local 
autonomy, including the election 
of bishops, who will be the prin- 
cipal presiding and administrative 
officers. 
Dr. Woolever said: 
"This event, It Is believed by 


the 
leaders in the movement, 


signalizes the most epochal event 
in American church life and in 
all' Protestantism since the refor- 
mation."

hat it was not the parts of the 
Bible which he did not under- 
stand that bothered him, but the 
larts that he did understand. 
The essential teachings of scrip- 
ture are clear and exrl.cit: there 
s a full life work for anybody 
in trying to obey them. 


Plain words should be spoken, 


also, in the light of this Lesson, 
o the preachers. Here is a me- 
morable description of that great 
Bible-reading scene by the water 
jate of old Jerusalem: "And

of 
t h e 
Milbank Memorial 


Fund stressed the need of 
good housing, economic se- 
curity and medical care in 
the maintenance of a com- 
munity's health. 


People may understand 


the saving qualities of ear- 
ly diagnosis of disease and 
prompt treatment, b u t 
when they can't afford to 
hire a physician 
or buy 


medicine or health equip- 
ment, how can they act up- 
on their knowledge? 


If poor housing breaks 


down resistance'and breeds 
disease, how can anything 
short of good housing pre- 
vent disease? 


Public health work at the 
start consisted principally 
of cleaning up filth, insur- 
ing pure water supply, and 
go on. It has 
broadened 


greatly in recent years with 
health' clinics and dispen- 
saries and much health ed- 
ucation work in schools. If 
it is going to take up now 
the problems of economic 
security and housing, it may 
give new strength and sup- 
port to the groups already 
seeking theirjiolution.

The head of Chicago's 


Crime Commission says his 
city is no longer the crime 
center of the United States. 
That disagreeable 
distinc- 


tion he assigns to New York, 
which may or may not' be 
just. At any rate, crime con- 
ditions really have changed 
a good deal in Chicago in 
recent 
years. 
The chief 


cause for the improvement 
has been "the constant pres- 
sure of an aroused public 
opinion, keeping criminals 
on the move and keeping 
the law enforcement agen- 
cies on the job." 


Chicago does not 
stand 


alone in the fight against 
crime. J. Edgar Hoover, di- 
rector of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, 
re- 


ports for the whole country 
a steady decline in murder, 
robbery, 
auto theft 
and 


some other crimes. In 70 of 
the country's larger cities, 
figures for the 
first 
six 


months of the 
last 
three 


years show 
murders 
de- 


creasing from 785 in 1933 
to 734 in 1934 and to 686 in 
1935. Manslaughter cases, 
more numerous in 1934 than 
in 1933, dropped in 1935 to 
440, the lowest figure of the 
three years. 
Auto 
thefts 


were 35,742 in the 1933 
half-year, 32,509 in 1934, 
and 30,276 in 1935. 


The "pressure of aroused 


public opinion" has unques- 
tionably been a big factor 
in cutting the amount of 
crime, although 
it 
prob- 


ably has not been the only 
factor. Publicity should be 
given to the work 
of 
all 


agencies dealing with crime 
and criminals so that every 
effective method of crime 
prevention work, in juvenile 
courts and elsewhere, may 
be upheld and strengthen- 
ed.

MILITANT MINNESOTA 
EDITOR DIED AS NE 
HAD JUSTPREDICTED 


WALTER LIGGETT ASSASSIN- 
ATED LAST NIGHT AS HE 
DROVE NEAR HIS HOME 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 
10.—(fP>— 


The assassination he predicted In 
the last Issue of his weekly news- 
paper today had overtaken Editor 
Walter Liggett, stormy petrel of 
Minnesota politics and bitter foo 
of Governor Floyd B. Olson. 


A killer in a darkened ear last 


night fired five bullets into Lig- 
gett's back as, accompanied by 
his wife and 10-year-old daughter, 
Marda, he drove 
into an 
alley 


near his home. 


Liggett, his arms full of gro- 
ceries and with a pistol in his 
pocket, fell dying as his daughter 
cried, "Don't die, daddy, don't die." 


At police headquarters Mrs. Lig- 
gett sobbed, "I will remember the 
killer's face as long as I live." 


The police held Isadore Blum- 


enfeld, alias Kid Cann, for question- 
ing in the case after he submit- 
ted voluntarily for 
examination. 


He was exonerated a year ago 
with an investigation of the pass- 
ing of ransom money from 
the 


$200,000 Charles F. Uurschcl kid- 
naping case. 


Blumenfeld, 
identified, 
by 
the 


police as connected with the liq- 
uor business here, said he was in 
a barber shop shortly before the 
killing and could not have reach- 
ed the scene in time to fire the 
fatal shots.' 


Telephone Conversation 


Also under investigation was a 


telephone conversation which Do- 
tectlve Captain Al Marxcn said 
Liggett had yesterday with Meyer 
Schuldberg, president of a liquor 
distributing ' company. 


Marxcn said Liggett 
informed 


Schuldbcrg he was writing a se- 
ries of articles of Schuidbergr's ac- 
tivities. He said Schulenberg bet 
the editor $500 he was wrong in 
his premises and suggested 
Lig- 


gett .give government operatives 
his evidence if he thought It was 
true. In a formal statement to 
police Schuldberg said Liggett de- 
manded $1,500 to "lay off." 


Blumfeld said he was introduced 
to Liggett by Mrs. Annette Faw- 
cett, cliorccd wife 
of 
magazine 


publisher 
Billy Fawcett, 
shortly 


before Liggett was severely beat- 
en by unknown assailants in a 
beer parlor two months ago. 


Acquitted of Grave Charge. 


Soon after, Liggett was acquit- 


ted of criminal chargos Involving 
two minor girls. Ho branded tho 
charges a "political frameup." 


Howard 
Guilford, 48, publisher 


of the weekly Saturday Press, an 
anti-radical publication, was slain 
Sept. 6, 1934, six blocks from the 
spot where Liggett died. 
Liggett was former director of 


publicity for the North Dakota 
Non-Partisan League, deputy com- 
missioner 
of 
immigration 
for 


North Dakota in 1919 and a New 
York free lance writer. 
In 1926 he published "The Froz- 


en Frontier," first of several books.

He was born Feb. 14, 1886, In 
Benson, Minn.

COALHURST, Alta., Dec. 10.— 


(IP)— The bodies of 16 men, victims 
of the first major tragedy in the 
half-century of coal mining in the 
Alberta foothills, were brought to 
the surface today and the work 
of identification started. 


J. Andrews, in charge of mine 


rescue work for the province, si- 
multaneously began an investiga- 
tion of yesterday's explosion in 
the Lethbridge Collieries Limited 
mine. 


In addition to killing 16 miners, 


caught just as they were going 
on duty with the night shift, the 
blast sent three others to the hos- 
pital.
